~ TIMES EXTENDED 


Local Department ToCon- 
tinue To Answer Calls in 
County Until January 
1, 1930, Board Decides.’ .. 


Property of Fulton county residents 
living outside the corporate limits of 
the city of Atlanta will be. protected 
by thé Atlanta fire department until 
January 1, 1930. under a_decisign 
of the Atlanta fire board Thursday 
afternoon. 

Mémbers of the board took that 
action after Edward H. Inman and 
Walter C. Hendrix, members of Ful- 
ton county commission, assured mem- 
bers of the rd that the commis- 
sion will seek legislative authority at 
the sessien: of the assembly this sum- 
mer to legalize expenditure of funds 
for maintenance of fire apparatus. 

Mr. Inman declared that the county 
at this time cannot éxpend money for 
such purposes legally and asked the 
indulgence of the Atlanta fire board 
until such time as the county will 
1 in a position either to co-operate 
with the city in giving protection 6dr 
in establishing its own  fire-fightiag 
apparatus. 

Prompt Steps Urged. 

“We do not yet know whether it 
would be more advantageous to the 
city and county for Fulton county to 
co-operate with the city in establish- 
ing and maintaining, firehouses, equip- 
ment and providing ‘the personnel, but 
we do know that some steps must be 
taken to protect the- millions of dol- 
lars worth of property which would 
be left exposed and without any 
protection if the city withdrew its 
assistance at this time,’’ Mr. Inman 
declared. 

“Fulton county has an income of 
approximately $4,000,000 a year. Of 
this amount $2,100,000 is expended 
for salaries; ahout $900,000 is spent 
in maintaining convict camps, opera- 
tion of courts and other fixed ex- 
penses, leaving only about $1,000,000 
for improvements. The city of Atlanta 
is getting a large portion of the ,im- 
provements.” 

Councilman Howard C. MeCutch-

grapefruit were brought into Albany 
by the truckload, and were seld at 
low prices. Oranges were as cheap 
as 7 cents a hundred and $1 a bushel. 
Fine grapefruit of medium size sold 
two for a nickel. Now ‘oranges are 
selling at 25 cents, 30 cents and 50 
cents a gozen, With prices on grape- 
fruit increased in proportion.

Metter, Ga., April ()— Ap- 
proximately 12 persons, the majority 
of them negroes, were killed in this, 
Candler county here tonight, when a 
tornado struck. Mrs. J. P. Trapnell, 
of Metter, was killed when her home, 
a two story affair, was demolished 
by the twister. 

Between 25 and 30 persons were 
injured, reports to Metter indicated. 
Most of the victims resided in the 
farming sections of the county. 

The property damage was heavy, 
many homes being demolished, others 
being unroofed, barns destroyed, and 
considerable livestock killed. 

The tornado appeared from a south- 
westerly direction about 8:20 o'clock 
tonight. 

Swooping down out of the south- 
west, the twister struck a portion of 
this town, wrecking seven houses, 
killing Mrs. J. T. Tratnell, 68, and 
inflicting minor injuries on four other 
occupants of the house. 

Greatest loss in life and property 
was in the rural sections of the coun- 
ty where eleven persons were killed 
and more than a score injured. The 
twister wrecked telephone lines’. to 
such an extent that a checkup on 
the extent of the damage tonight was 
almost impossible. 

Relief parties set out from 
to aid rural sections struck by 
storm. 

Seores of housts, barns and 
outbuildings were demolished and 
many unroofed. Standing timber in 
the path of the storm was wrecked. 

The storm followed by several hours 
of a high wind and hail storm that 
swept this section this afternoon. 


DEXTER 18 SCENE 
OF DESTRUCTION. 


Dexter, Ga., April 25.—(/)—Three 
persons were killed and 40 injured 
in Dodge county late today by a tor- 
nado that swept across the county, 
dipping at intervals and causing heavy 
damage. At least one of those in- 
jured was expected to die. 

The dead are: Kern Mullis, Ches- 
ter; a man named Sutherland and 
the infant child of Emmet Knight. 
Knight himself was believed dying, 
and Mrs. Knight was seriously in- 
jured. 

The twister, believed to be the 
same that swept Cochran, about 20 
miles from here, cut a swath half 
a mile wide as it dipped at inter- 
vals across the county, demolishing 
farm houses and buildings and up- 
rooting trees. 

An accurate check of the injured 
could not be made tonight, but ex- 
cept for Knight, it was believed none 
of them was injured fatally.

City Club Hears'(iTT(N MEET OPENS 


Memorial Day 
Speech by Haden 


Speaking before the City Club at 
its Memorial Day luncheon on the 


subject of “A Memorial Day With a/, 


Reach Forward,” Charles J. Haden 
emphasized the fact of history that 
the south seceded to protect the rights 
of the states against that which was 
believed to be the peril of a centfal- 
ized empire following victory in the 
war with Mexico was accomplished 
by southern soldiers. Then the ma- 
jority in the houses of congress re- 
fused to recognize the equal right of 
the south in the use of the newly ac- 
quired vast territery along the Pa- 
cific. The people of the south felt 
that it was an arbitrary abuse of the 
majority, and they—were willing to 
fight to maintain the sovereignty of 
the state and equality among the 
states, he declared. 

The speaker called attention to the 
fact that neither the federal congress 
nor the president of the United States 
made any move or threat toward aboli- 
tion until the war had been in progress 
two years; then President Lincoin 
gave notice to the Confederate states 
that. as a war measure solely, he 
would declare negroes free within 90 
days, if hostilities did not cease. 

And to further sustain his conten- 
tion, Mr. Haden said that only about 
one Confederate ‘soldier in eight was 
a Slave-holder, and it is inconceivable 
that the other seven men would have 
fought with such unparalleled ‘sacri- 
fice if only the property of one man 
in eight alone was at stake. 

The speaker further urged that 

“the best way to honor our fathers 
and mothers is to upbuild a‘ country 
for which they suffered and died and 
bequeathed to us; that it is our duty 
as patriots to build up an industrial 
system that could defend us against 
the invasion from without which takes 
away the wages our home people

Analysis of Atlanta’s building for 
the month showed that $838,700, or 
42 per cent, was for residential build- 
ing, $826.600, or 42 per cent, for 
commercial buildings, and $266,300, 
or 14 per cent, for public works and 
utilities. 

A similar analysis of the state total 
showed that while the percentage for 
residential construction stood at a 
similar high level the ratio for public 

works and utilities was much larger 
with the commercial construction re- 
sultantly smaller. The figures showed: 
$3.072,300, or 43 per cent, for resi- 
dential building: $1,866,300, or 26 
per cent, for public works and utili- 
ties; $1,083,600, or 15 per cent,. for 
commercial structures, an? $784,100, 
or 11 per cent, for industrial purposes.

FLORIDA BONDS.

AS BILL IS SIGNED 


Tallahassee, Fla., April '25.—()— 
A bill validating a $1,887,000 bond is- 
sue for the Florida inland navigation 
district has been signed by Governor 
Carlton, it has been announced. 

The measure, which now becomes a 
law, was introduced into the senate 
some time ago by seven senators from 
the east coast, and was subsequently 
passed by both branches of the. legis- 
lature.

Gounod took, for the story of his opera, 
a single episode from Goethe’s monumental 
work, “Faustus.”

The scene changes to the front of the 
cathedral, with Marguerite’s home at the 
side. The troops come home from war, 
Valentin among them. There is here sung 
the universally known “Soldiers’ Chorus.” 
Valentin enters his sister’s home. 


Faust and Mephistofeles 
appear. The demon sings 
an insulting song beneath 
Marguerite’s window and 
Valentin rushes out, sword 
in hand. Valentin has no 
chance in. the fight that fol- 
lows and he is quickly given 
a mortal wound. As he is 
‘dying, the crowd, including 
Marguerite, cry in sympathy. 
The dying warrior, however;

The next scene is the ca- 
thedral interior. Marguerite 
seeks consolation, but hears 
only the mockery of Satan 
and his demons. 

After this scene comes the

has taken Faust. There is

ACT ¥. 

This is laid within the 
prison, where Marguerite, 
having killed her own child, 
is chained awaiting execu- 
tion. The pitiful girl is near 
death of woe and disease. 

Faust and Mephistofeles 
appear in the cell, having 
passed bolts and bars with 
the aid of the demon’s black 
magic. Faust is touched by 
the sorrowful sight of the 
manaclied girl. Her mind has 
gone and she does not recognize him. 

Marguerite sings of the day when she 
first met Faust and, in her delirium, lives 


those happy hours over again. 


Faust urges her to escape with him, but 
she is too deménted to understand. Out- 
side is heard the tramping of the horses 
which are to take Mephistofeles and Faust 
to the underworld. 


Marguerite begins a prayer. Suddenly a 
lear, pure note is heard, the opening of 
ihe inspired, superlatively beautiful “Holy 
Angels.” Marguerite’s voice is restored to 
its pristine beauty and she sings a hymn 
of heaven, mounting higher and higher, 
step by step, typical of the ascent of her

HEAR ALMAZAN 
SURPRISED REBELS. 

Nogales, Sonoga, April 25.—(4)-- 
Feverish activity marked the rebel 
camp at Agua Prieta today as reports 
reached the border that General Juan 
Andreu Almazan had surprised the 
rebels by moving part of his federal 
troops from Chihuahua into Sonora 
through Carretas pass, north of Pul- 
pito pass, which the rebels were guard- | 
ing, and was massing his forces at 
Fronteras, 35 miles south of Agua 
Prieta. 

Rebels reported that they had met 
and turned back federals at Pulpito 
pass yesterday, and they also claimed 
a victory by the rebel general, Fausto 
Topete, over federal cavalry near Ma- 
siaca, southern Sonora, but details of 
both battles were lacking. 

Federals at San Luis and Sonoyta, 
western Sonora, announced they ex- 
pected an attack by rebels today. Fed- 
eral bombing planes dropped explo- 
sives here and at Agua Prieta yester- 
day but no casualties were reported. 

At Tucson, Ariz., two American 
aviators, W. L. Mitchell and Pete 
Stanley, were in jail awaiting arraign- 
ment before a United States commis- 
sioner on charges of transporting mu- 
nitions of war to the Mexican rebels 
in Sonora. They were arrested last 
night and their plane seized. Stanley 
was said to have admitted that he had 
been flying for the rebels. Both men 
claimed Big Springs, Texas, as their 
home. 

Phil “Red” Mohun, also known as 
Phillip Meredith, of New York, last 
night was ordered removed from Tuc- 
son to El Paso, Texas, to face federal 
charges of transporting an airplane 
from the United States into Mexico 
in violation of the regulations which 
prevent the rebels from receiving 
American aid. He was arrested in 
Nogales, Ariz., Saturday after arriv- 
ing there along with several other 
Americans who had been aiding the 
revolutionaries, 


TALIAN AND FRENCH 
DELEGATES IN DEBATE 


Geneva, April 23.—(#)—The pre- 
paratory commission on disarmament 
today heard the first skirmish in the 
controversy over military parity be- 
tween Italy and France. 

‘i'‘he skirmish took the form.of a 
duel with rapiers of words between 
Alberto de Marinis, short bulky Italian 
general and representative of Benito 
Mussolini, and Count Massigli, tall 
slender French delegate, and was over 
the subject of division of air fleets 
into home and overseas forces. 

In the light of Italy's expected con- 
tention when naval disarmament pro- 
posals reach the negotiation stage 
that she have a sea power equal to 
that of France this first clash created 
absorbing interest and was followed 
word for word by those present. _ 

General Marinis urged a sharp di- 
vision of airplanes at home and over- 
seas so as to know exactly how many 
airplanes any country might have at 
its disposal at home and in time of 
erisis. He insisted upon fixing the 
distance within which aircraft ‘would 
be regarded as belonging to home 
forces and though he did not mention 
northern Africa the delegates got the 
impression he wanted French  air- 
planes stationed in Morocco and oth- 
er Mediterranean colonies considered 
as home units. , 

“We must know,” he said, “whether 
airplanes can be made available as 
part of home forces.” 

Count Massigli objected to any 
fixation of the criterion of distance 
and insisted this belonged to the 
domain of a possible later internation- 
al conference on disarmament.

St. Petersburg, Fla., April 25.—(P) 
A bill which would prohibit women 
from wearing sunback dresses or from 
appearing on the streets or bathing 
beaches without stockings, which has 
been prepared for introduction into 
the legislature by Representative J. 
Ed Stokes, of Bay county, brought 
forth a storm of protest here today. 

The bill would make it a misde- 
meanor to wear such garment impos- 
ing a penalty of 41,000 fine or one 
year in jail or both, 

The St. Petersburg Chamber of

Tallahassee, Fla., April 25.—(#)— 
The fifth unit of Governor Doyle 
Carlton’s tax revision plan was pre- 
sented to the Florida house of repre- 
sentatives today by the committee on 
finance and taxation. 

Collection of an ad valorem tax <. 
automobiles by county tax collectors 
at the time of issuing license tags was 
recommended in the bill. Revenue 
from this source would be placed in 
the governor’s proposed $12,000,000 
annual pool for the retirement of 
county and district road ard bridge 
indebtedness. Coljection and appor- 
tionment among varions counties of 
the automobile ad valorem tax would 
be supervised by a centralized board 
of administration which would be 
established by the tax bills sent to 
the legislature by the governor yes- 
terday. 

The latter measures, considered by 
the senate as a committee of the 
whole on their introduction in that 
body yesterday, also were introduced 
in the house by the committee on fi- 
nance and taxation today. These 
measures seek diversion of the one- 
cent gas tax now going to counties 
and the one-cent gas tax going to 
schools to a common fund for the re- 
tirement of interest and sinking fund 
payments on the present $160,000,000 
total of county and district road and 
bridge bonds, One of the bills asked 
approval of a plan to complete Flor- 
ida’s present road program in 54 of 
the 67 counties on a preferential 
basis. 

The house of representatives re- 
pealed the 1927 tax on automobile 
tire and tube dealers by a vote of 
55 to 30 as its most important action 
of the day. 


U. 5. NEWEST CRUISER 
PENSACOLA, LAUNCHED 


New York, April 25.—(/)—Uncle 
Sam’s newest cruiser, the Pensacola, 
was launched at the Brooklyn navy 
yard today. 

As the war craft glided gracefully 
dovgn the ways from the forest of scaf- 
folding which had engulfed her, Mrs. 
Josephine Knowled Seligman, of Ros- 
lyn, Long Island, a native of Pen- 
sacola, broke a bottle of spring water 
over her bows, exclaiming: “I chris- 
ten thee Pensacola.” 

The Pensacola, 10,000 tons, ig the 
largest ship to be launched at the navy 
yard since the war. Her ultimate 
cost will be $11,000,000. 

The Pensacola is 565 feet long, has 
a 651-2 foot beam and a maximum 
draft of 91 feet. Her oil-burning 
turbines and four propellers can drive 
her at 321-2 knots. 

The vessel will be equipped with 
catapults for launching airplanes and 
will mount ten 8-inch guns and four 
anti-aircraft guns. Her crew will 
number 530 officers and men. 

Called a “treaty” cruiser by naval 
men because of her relationship to 
that pact, the Pensacola is. a sister 
ship of the Salt Lake City, which was 
launched recently. 

Six other ‘cruisers of the same type 
are now being built in various yards. 


HOPE FOR LAST-HOUR 
REPARATION PLAN HELD 


Paris, April 25.—(4)—An eleventh- 
hour agreement on reparations was 
still hoped for tonight in certain quar- 


ters in Paris, but a majority of the 
delegates are concerned chiefly with a 
means of ending their mission with- 
out closing the door to future nego- 
tiations. 

The principal experts met this morn- 
ing at the Hotel George V to look 
over the work of their secretaries with 
reference to preparation of a report 
which is to be made to the govern- 
ments concerned. 

No one was willing to give an in- 
dication as to what the report was 
likely to contain though there were 
certain indications that the final con- 
sideration will point to the possibili- 
ties of future negotiations through the 
governments themselves that are 
ikely to complete the work of the 
experts. 

The difference between the allied 
powers and the Germans remained un- 
changed. There has been talk of some 
kind of arfangement, but nothing offi- 
cial has been given out. Tonight the 
situation was just as it was a_week 
ago, when the Germans in the Revel- 
stoke sub-committee presented consid- 
erations which a majority of the com- 
mittee considered unacceptable. 

Owen D. Young, American expert 
and chairman of the committee, still 
is straining every effort to prevent a 
final break, but ‘tonight there was 
nothing to justify hope of a change 
in the situation. 


HOOVER APPROVES 
PLAN TO BEAUTIFY 
CAPITAL GROUNDS 


Washington, April 25»—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover gave his approval in an 
address here tonight to the postmaster- 
general for the beautification of the 
national capital by the carrying out 
of the present and projected program 
of new government buildings on the 
south side of Pennsylvania avenue. 

“We are paying rents and losing 
efficiency in sums far greater than 
the interest upon adequate buildings,’ 
Mr. Hoover aaid. 

The chief executive, who spoke at 
a meeting on the beautification of 
Washington, said the new building 
program must be fitted into the tradi- 
tions and the symbolism of the capi- 
tal. 

Mr. Hoover indicated that the state, 
war and navy building, which he de- 
scribed as one “which we regret most,’ 
would be remodeled along the classic 
lines of the treasury building, which 
congress had intended when it au- 
thorized the structure.

IN U.S. HALL OF FAME 


Wisconsin Puts Art Among 
Many Figures of’ Great 
Men. 


Washington, <Aprik 25.—(/)—A 
statue of Robert Marion La Follette, 
Wisconsin’s gift to the nation, took 


its place today amid the figures of 
two-score of the country’s great who 
are enshrined beneath the high- 
vaulted dome of Satuary Hall. 

. While men and women who stood 
shoulder to shoulder with him through 
life looked on in the crowded audi- 
torium, the white marble statue of 
the republican independent was un- 
veiled, and as the folds of the Amer- 
ican flag slipped aside and formed 
a background, the senator stood re- 
vealed in the fighting mood that was 
typical of his long years in the senate. 

The sculptor, Jo Davidson, an inti- 
mate friend, had caught him as he 
was about to spring from his chair. 
an attitude he frequently assumed 
when provoked by the argument of an 
opponent. ° 

he brief unveiliag ceremony over, 
the crowd of intimate friends and 
supporters listened to eulogies by a 
long list of speakers, all of whom 
came in close contact with the man 
during his lifetime, and then; when 
the last praise was sung, they crowd- 
ed about the platform to wring the 
hands\of his two sons, Philip z. La 
Follette, and Robert M. La Follette,: 
Jr., who has succeeed to his father’s 
place in the senate. 

Not far from the platform. were 
many of the men whom ie senator 
had led in the senate. Norris, of Ne- 
braska, was there, and others sat close 
beside him. In front of the platform 
were the senator's two daughters, 
Mrs. Ralph G. Sucher and Folo La 
Follette, who won fame on the stage.

HEAR ALMAZAN 
SURPRISED REBELS. 

Nogales, Sonoga, April 25.—(4)—- 
Feverish activity marked the rebel 
camp at Agua Prieta today as reports 
reached the border that General Juan 
Andreu Almazan had surprised the 
rebels by moving part of his federal 
troops from Chihuahua into Sonora 
through Carretas pass, north of Pul- 
pito pass, which the rebels were guard- | 
ing, and was massing his forces at 
Fronteras, 35 miles south of Agua 
Prieta. 

Rebels reported that they had met 
and turned back federals at Pulpito 
pass yesterday, and they also claimed 
a victory by the rebel general, Fausto 
Topete, over federal cavalry near Ma- 
siaca, southern Sonora, but details of 
both battles were lacking. 

Federals at San Luis and Sonoyta, 
western Sonora, announced they ex- 
pected an attack by rebels today. Fed- 
eral bombing planes dropped explo- 
sives here and at Agua Prieta yester- 
day but no casualties were reported. 

At Tucson, Ariz.. two American 
aviators, W. L. Mitchell and Pete 
Stanley, were in jail awaiting arraign- 
ment before a United States commis- 
sioner on charges of transporting mu- 
nitions of war to the Mexican rebels 
in Sonora. They were arrested last 
night and their plane seized. Stanley 
was said to have admitted that he had 
been flying for the rebels. Both men 
claimed Big Springs, Texas, as their 
home. 

Phil “Red” Mohun, also known as 
Phillip Meredith, of New York, last 
night was ordered removed from Tuc- 
son to El Paso, Texas, to face federal 
charges of transporting an airplane 
from the United States into Mexico 
in violation of the regulations which 
prevent the rebels from receiving 
American aid. He was arrested in 
Nogales, Ariz., Saturday after arriv- 
ing there along with several other 
Americans who had been aiding the 
revolutionaries, 


DELEGATES IN DEBATE 


Geneva, April 25.—(4)—The pre- 
paratory commission on disarmament 
today heard the first skirmish in the 
controversy over military parity be- 
tween Italy and France. 

‘i'‘he skirmish took the form of a 
duel with rapiers of words between 
Alberto de Marinis, short bulky Italian 
general and representative of Benito 
Mussolini, and Count Massigli, tall 
slender French delegate, and was over 
the subject of division of air fleets 
into home and overseas forces. 

In the light of Italy's expected con- 
tention when naval disarmament pro- 
posals reach the negotiation stage 
that she have a sea power equal to 
that of France this first clash created 
absorbing interest and was followed 
word for word by those present. _ 

General Marinis urged a sharp di- 
vision of airplanes at home and over- 
seas so as to know exactly how many 
airplanes any country might have at 
its disposal at home and in time of 
crisis. He insisted upon fixi the 
distance within which aircraft ‘would 
be regarded as belonging to home 
forces and though he did not mention 
northern Africa the delegates got the 
impression he wanted French  air- 
planes stationed in Morocco and oth- 
er Mediterranean colonies considered 
as home units. z 

“We must know,” he said, “whether 
airplanes can be made available as 
part of home forces.” 

Count Massigli objected to any 
fixation of the criterion of distance 
and insisted this belonged to the 
domain of a possible later internation- 
al conference on disarmament. 


FLORIDIANS ATTACK 
BILL TO.OUTLAW 
SUNBACK DRESSES 


St. Petersburg, Fla., April 25.—(f) 
A bill which would prohibit women 
from wearing sunback dresses or from 
appearing on the streets or bathing 
beaches without stockings, which has 

prepared fer introduction into 
the legislature by Representative J. 
Ed Stokes, of Bay county, brought 
forth a storm of. protest here today. 

The bill would make it a misde- 
meanor to wear such garment impos- 
ing a penalty of $1,000 fine or one 
year in jail or both, 

The St. Petersburg Chamber of 
Commerce through its board of gov- 
ernors today vigorously denounced the 
bill and leading clubwomen of Pinel- 
las county spoke their mind about 
men trying to legislate what women 


should or should not wear. 


AUTO TAX PLAN URGED 
BY FLORIDA GOVERNOR. 


Fifth Unit of Revision Pro- 
gram Presented for House 
Study. 


_ 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 25.—(4)— 
The fifth unit of Governor Doyle 
Carlton’s tax revision plan was pre- 
sented to the Florida house of repre- 
sentatives today by the committee on 
finance and taxation. 

Collection of an ad valorem tax «. 
automobiles by county tax collectors 
at the time of issuing license tags was 
recommended in the bill. Revenue 
from this source would be placed in 
the governor’s proposed $12,000,000 
annual pool for the retirement of 
county and district road and bridge 
indebtedness. Coljection and appor- 
tionment among varions counties of 
the automobile ad valorem tax would 
be supervised by a centralized board 
of administration which would be 
established by the tax bills sent to 
the legislature by the governor yes- 
terday. 

The latter measures, considered by 
the senate as a committee of the 
whole on their introduction in that 
body yesterday, also were introduced 
in the house by the committee on fi- 
mance and taxation today. These 
measures seek diversion of the one- 
cent gas tax now going to counties 
and the one-cent gas tax going to 
schools to a common fund for the re- 
tirement of interest and sinking fund 
payments on the present $160,000,000 
total of county and district road and 
bridge bonds; One of the bills asked 
approval of a plan to complete Flor- 
ida’s present road program in 54 of 
the 67 counties on a preferential 
basis. 

The house of representatives re- 
pealed the 1927 tax on automobile 
tire and tube dealers by a vote of 
55 to 30 as its most important action 
of the day. 


U. §. NEWEST CRUISER 
PENSACOLA, LAUNCHED 


New York, April 25.—(/)—Uncle 
Sam’s newest cruiser, the Pensacola, 
was launched at the Brooklyn navy 
yard today. 

As the war craft glided gracefully 
ae the ways from the forest of scaf- 
fol ing which had engulfed her, Mrs. 
Josephine Knowled Seligman, of Ros- 
lyn, Long Island, a native of Pen- 
sacola, broke a bottle of spring water 
over her bows, exclaiming: “I chris- 
ten thee Pensacola.” 

The Pensacola, 10,000 tons, is the 
largest ship to be launched at the navy 
yard since the war. Her ultimate 
cost will be $11,000,000. 

The Pensacola is 565 feet long, has 
a 651-2 foot beam and a maximum 
draft of 91 feet. Her oil-burning 
turbines and four propellers can drive 
her at 321-2 knots. 

The vessel will be equipped with 
catapults for launching airplanes and 
will mowht ten 8-inch guns and four 
anti-aircraft guns. Her crew will 
number 530 officers and men. 

Called a “‘treaty” cruiser by naval 
men because of her relationship to 
that pact, the Pensacola is a sister 
ship of the Salt Lake City, which was 
launched recently. 

Six other cruisers of the same type 
are now being built in various yards. 


HOPE FOR LAST-HOUR 
REPARATION PLAN HELD 


Paris, April 25.—(4)—An eleventh- 
hour agreement on reparations was 
still hoped for tonight in certain quar- 


ters in Paris, but a majority of the 
delegates are concerned chiefly with a 
means of ending their mission with- 
out closing the door to future negv- 
tiations. 

The principal experts met this morn- 
ing at the Hotel George V to look 
over the work of their secretaries with 
reference to preparation of a report 
which is to be made to the govern- 
ments concerned. 

No one was willing to give an in- 
dication as to what the report was 
likely to contain though there were 
certain indications that the final con- 
sideration will point to the possibili- 
ties of future negotiations through the 
governments themselves that are 
likely to complete the work of the 
experts. 

The différence between the allied 
powers and the Germans remained un- 
changed. There has been talk of some 
kind of arfangement, but nothing offi- 
cial has been given out. Tonight. the 
situation was just as it was a_week 
ago, when the Germans in the Revel- 
stoke sub-committee presented consid- 
erations which a majority of the com- 
mittee considered unacceptable. 

Owen D. Young. American expert 
and chairman of the committee, still 
is straining every effort to prevent a 
final break, but ‘tonight there was 
nothing to justify hope of a change 
in the situation. 


HOOVER APPROVES 
PLAN TO BEAUTIFY 
CAPITAL GROUNDS 


Washington, April 25»—(#)—Presi- 
dent Hoover gave his approval in an 
address here tonight to the postmaster- 
general for the beautification of the 
national capital by the carrying out 
of the present and projected program 
of new government buildings on the 
south side of Pennsylvania avenue. 

“We are paying rents and losing 
efficiency in sums far greater than 
the interest upon adequate buildings, 
Mr. Hoover said. 

The chief executive, who spoke at 
a meeting on the beautification of 
Washington, said the new building 
program must be fitted into the tradi- 
tions and the symbolism of the capi- 


tal. 

Mr. Hoover indicated that the state, 
war and navy building, which he de- 
scribed as one “which we regret most.” 
would be remodeled along the classic 
lines of the treasury building, which 
congress had intended when it au- 
thorized the structure.
